Columbia, Mo., June IO.—The com­ 


mon grain louse is now coining in for 
its share of attention along with the 
army worm, the chinch bug and the 
Hessian fly. 
It is a small green or 
yellowish-green louse which collects 
in the heads of wheat. 
The mature 
louse has wings. 
It attacks wheat 
by sucking the sap. 
In some locali­ 
ties it is very abundant and may in 
jure the late wheat. 
Injury to ripen 
ing wheat is usually quite slight even 
though the pest may be abundant. 
This is not the much dreaded green 
bug which comes early iii the spring 
and which attacks the 
stems 
and 
leaves of wheat, completely killing 
tho plant. 
The grain louse develops very rap 
idly and when the weather is favor 
able for its development and unfav­ 
orable for its enemies, it is able to 
do considerable damage to wheat. 
The past spring has been a favor 
able one for the grain louse and as 
a result the Missouri College of Agri­ 
culture is receiving 
samples 
from 
many sections of the state with re 
quests for information as to its iden­ 
tity and means of control. 
There is nothing that can be done 
to control this pest at 
this 
time 
Spraying might help, but it is too ex 
pensive to carry out on a large scale 
in the wheat field. Unless the weath 
or in the next week or two be unusua 
the parasites, lady beetles and other 
enemies of the lice will develop rap 
idly and destroy them. Judging from 
the samples which the Missouri Col 
lege 
of 
Agriculture 
has 
received 
these enemies of the lice are already 
at work throughout the state, and 
once they begin to attack this pes 
they soon control it. 
There is pre!) 
ably little need to fear 
the 
grain 
louse, unless it be extremely abun 
dart on wheat which is already suffer 
ing from dry weather.

Seven years ago the Initiative and 
referendum and those measures for 
the extension of popular government, 
which in the United States had been 
considered as socialistic and “pcpu- 
listic” doctrine, began to receive se­ 
rious attention. As a result 
of this 
papular agitation more than a third 
of the states of the Union now have 
the initiative and referendum as a 
method of supplementing 
legislation 
thiough the legislatures. 
Long before Mr. 
Bryan 
gave an 
impetus to the movement the initia­ 
tive and referendum had been enact­ 
ed into law in several western states. 
It Nebraska a law for vesting legis­ 
lative power in the people was pass­ 
ed in 1897. an I the following >ear 
South Dakota established the initia­ 
tive and referendum 
in 
both state 
m d municipal affairs. In 1900 the vot­ 
ers of Utah adopted a constitutional 
an end men t for the 
same 
purpose, 
and tho people 
of Oregon, 
after a 
campaign of ten years, adopted these 
measures in 1902. 
Since then many 
other states, mostly in the west, have 
followed the example of the pioneers. 
The movement in its inception was 
entirely non-partisan, 
as the social­ 
ists and populists were the only par­ 
ties which 
officially 
indorsed 
the 
movement. 
Despite the 
apparent 
great pro­ 
gress of th 3 initiative 
and referen­ 
dum, many 
of 
the leaders of the 
movement arc disappointed with the 
results, and assert 
that 
in 
most 
states the laws are so defective as 
to be almost worthless. 
Giving the people the power to in­ 
itiate legislation, 
and. 
through the 
referendum, the 
power 
to ratify or 
reject laws is far' from being new in 
principle. 
Such 
methods 
were in 
vogue in the assemblies 
of the an- 
c’cnt Angles and Saxons. The French 
rational convention of 1793 passed a 
provision for a method of direct leg- 
irlation by the people. In some sec­ 
tions of Sw itzerland a legislative sys­ 
tem resembling the referendum 
has 
I cen practiced since 
the 
sixteenth 
century. About forty years 
ago the 
Swiss republic applied 
the referen­ 
dum not only to 
the enactment of 
the separate cantons, but also to its 
federal enactments. Under the feder­ 
al constitution all enactments 
must 
be ratified by the electorate, and oth­ 
er measures must be 
submitted to 
the popular vote if demanded within 
ninety days after 
their 
publication 
by 
voters 
or by the govern­ 
ments of eight cantons.

Matters of Interest Picked Up From 
Various Sources for tne Benefit 
of the Sedalia Democrat 
Readers. 


In a report to the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission in Washington, D. 
C., Tuesday, on the 
cause 
of 
the 
wreck of a New York, New Haven 
and Hartford passenger train in ear 
Westerly, R. I., October 23, 1913, H. 
W. Belnap, chief inspector of safety 
appliances, finds that it was due to 
a broken rail. 
The wreck resulted in the injury 
of seventy-four passengers and three 
employes. 
Mr. Belnap declared the 
investigation had shown that the rail 
fractured under the New Haven train 
by reason of the presence of trans­ 
verse fissures in its head, caused by 
‘ high wheel loads with their attend­ 
ing strains.” 
The inspector further reported that 
the presence in the New Haven track 
and continued use of rails 
of 
the 
same or similar construction and ex­ 
posed to the same service conditions, 
“is a source of danger.” 
In connection with his report, Mr. 
Belnap pointed out that derailments 
caused bv broken rails since July I, 
1901, numbered 2762, in 
which 
175 
persons lost their lives, 6004 were in­ 
jured and damages aggregated $3,- 
237,793. 
Because of the peculiar type 
of fissures, which can not he detect­ 
ed rails until they are worn to the 
surface, inspector 
Belnap 
declared 
“that it seems apparent that a rem­ 
edy lies in the diminishing of wheel 
pressures/'
